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The Brothers James and Daniel 
Laughlin Shot and Killed.

A Dispute for Twenty Cents in a Bar- 
toom Ends in a Double Death.

James H. Laughlin, an engineer on the 
Wabesh, St. Louis and Pacific Road, was 
shot and instantly killed shortly before mid- 
night last night, and his brother, Daniel 
Laughlin, received a wound which resulted 
in his death early this morning. The scene 
of the fatal row was in James P. Flanagan’s 
saloop, southwest corner. of Montgomery 
street and Breadway, and the parties present 
were the Laughlin brothers, Flanagan, the 
proprietor, Robert Green, Jobn Bennett and 
Wm. J. Herzog. The details of the affair, as 
given by Flanagan, who fired the fata! shots, 


are as follows: Fourmen came into the sal- 
oon and called for beer, which they drank and 
for which Green paid. Several drinks were had, 
when the beer was again ordered up. An: 
other man came in and ordered beer, and as 
{ went down bebind the counter to get anoth- 
er keg, Bennett, the two Laughlins 
abd Green, the four men who 
had just finished their beer, started 
to walk out. Elanagan says he asked who 
called for the unpaid drinks, and some one 
answered no one. Fianagan said, ‘On, it’s 
only tweniy cents gone. It isn’t the firse 
time you played me such a trick,’’ and claims 
that Dan then came forward with a knife 
and made for Herzog, the. bar-keeper, who 
followed tke men astbey startedout. Her- 
zog hurricd back and Dan followed, with 
James just behind him. Flanagan bere 
picked up his revolver and fired, hitting Dan 
and afterwards James. The latter was in- 
startiy killed,

THE CHINESE TR EATY. 


A Remarkable Interview With Li Hung 
Chang. 

The Son Francisco Bulletin publishes a let- 
ter fiom a reliable correspondent at Tien 
Tsin, China, in which is given the substance 
of an interview between the Chinese Grand 


; Secretary of State, Li Hung Chang, and Mr. 


Seward, late Minister of the United States 
to China. The interview took place during 
tbe parting call made by Seward on being re- 
moved from his post.

great outcry is inade and a large money com- 
pensation demanded: that had he acceded to 
the demands of his Government and thereby 
stultified himself by asking a concession so 
outrageously urjustand insulting to the 
Chinese as the proposed modilication of the 
treaty. he would now be Minister and presi- 
dent ofthis commission, bat this he scorned 
and hence his resignation. 

Mr. Seward also endeavored to prejudice 
the Secretary against the personnel of the 
commission.
